ADMIRAL’S PROTEST AGAINST 

RESTORATION. ; 


Traindng In Sail, 

The protest of Admiral Sir Lewis 
Clinton Baker against the proposal 
to restore training in sail seems to 
me bound to raise a responsive echo 
in the commonsense ‘mind of the[’ 
Navy, writes “Truth.” The’ senti-! 
mental clinging to the picturesque 
past is camouftaged by the plea that 
masts and yards breed muscle and 
resource. By the same token we 
Lqught to return to coal firing in the 
Fleet, as shovelling and‘ dodging 
live coals is 80 much more virile 
than tending oil-feed valves, Prob- 
ably a course in stage-toach driv- 
ing would better fit a man to go 
upon the locomotive footplate. But 
‘sail. power.is as extinct in the Navy 
as the dodo, and what.is the use of 
training men in work which they 
will never have to do to the exclu- 
sion of knowledge which even. a5 
things . are they have all too little 
time to acquire? Admiral Clinton 
Baker, who was trained in sail and 
recalls that in the Channel Squa- 
dron, “sail ‘drill mornings” were 
responsible for one death or more 
a week through falls from aloft, 
points out that it takes five years 
to make a sailor. It would be five 
years wasted to produce muscle, 
resource—-and complete ignorance 
of the modern Navy!
